Distributors of beer in Gettysburg 
and Adams county will be taxed $50 
a year and retailers, $100 a year, un­ 
der provisions of the McClure bill, 
signed 
by 
Governor 
Pinchot 
on 
Wednesday. 
Under terms of the measure. R. 
Blaine Kitzmiller, county treasurer, i 
will issue licenses for wholesalers, 
and retailers. 
So far, Mr. Kitzmiller j 
has not yet received a copy of the I 
bill, application blanks and other j 
Information necessary for the issu­ 
ance of the licenses. 
Licenses will 
be Issued by the ; 
county treasurer, beginning June I. , 
Half-Cent Tax 
Every bottle of beer sold In Penn­ 
sylvania must bear a half-cent state 
stamp after approval by Governor 
Pinchot today of the bill of Repre­ 
sentative James H. McClure, Aile- j 
gheny county. 
It is expected that 5.000.000 one- 
half-cent stamps will have been dis­ 
tributed throughout the state by to­ 
night. 
Mr. Pinchot deferred signing the 
bill until today so the department of 
revenue might have its tax stamps 
In readiness. 
T h ; 
new 
state stamps will 
be 
available at the Gettysburg N ation-1 
a1 bank. 
Another act to which Governor Pin­ 
chot is expected to affix his signa­ 
ture today sets upon a constitutional 
convention of 15 delegates-at-large 
to vote on repeal of the 18th amend­ 
ment. 
Voters will choose the del­ 
egates at the November election and 
they will meet at Harrisburg on De- j 
cern ber 5. 
Persons selling beer in Penney I va- j 
nia must be American citizens and 
a resident of the community in 
which they live for at least a year. 
Another requirement is that the beer 
dispenser’s place of business must 
have a minimum of 300 square feet i 
of floor space and be equipped with 
tables and chairs to accommodate 
40 persons at one time. 
Petitions of 
applicants for licenses must be sign­ 
ed by 12 qualified voters. 
No Sunday Sale 
Sunday sale and sale over bars are j 
prohibited, but beer may be sold at J 
lunch counters which have stools a t- , 
tached. 
Voters may decide whether their 
communities may prohibit sale for 
consumption on the premises but 
there Is no barrier in the way of 
sale for drinking at home. 
Any 
community can vote for the first 
time next November and, thereafter j 
can consider the question only once 
every four years on petition of IO 
per cent of the highest vote cast at 
the last election. 
Hotels 
and 
incorporated 
clubs 
would be licensed by county treas­ 
urers. 
Each application to the county 
treasurer must be accompanied by a 
$10 fee for the use* of the county. 
The bill requires no publication of 
the applications. 
Based on Population 
License fees fixed by the act are 
on a population basis for distributors 
and retailers. 
They are: 
Distributors: Less than 1,500 pop­ 
ulation, $37.50; between 1.500 and 
10.000, $50; 10,000 and 50,000, $75; 
50,000 and 100,000, $100; 100,000 and 
125.000, $125 and more than 150,000 
$150. 
Retailers: Less than 1,500 popula­ 
tion, $75; between 1,500 and 10000, 
$100; 10,000 and 50,000, $150; 50,000 
and 100,000, $200; 100,000 and 150,000, 
$250, and more than *150,000, $300. 
Incorporated clubs would be sub­ 
ject to a $25 license fee, railroads, 
$10 for each car on which beer or 
wine is sold and $50 for each vessel. 
The county treasurer would be 
compelled to return to municipalities 
and first class tow'nships tile fees 
for places licensed in those com­ 
munities. 
Spring Garden would be 
the only township in York county 
) that would benefit by this provision. 
No Adams county township would 
benefit from this provision. 
Second class townships would not 
receive any return, the fees for 
piaces within their confines going to 
the county. 
Fees paid by public service compa­ 
nies would be retained by the com­ 
monwealth. 
No restrictions are placed on the 
amount of beverage wholesalers and 
retailers may sell but manufactur­ 
ers are required to sell no less than 
28 fluid ounces at one time 
Must Furnish Bond 
Before the county treasurer issues 
a license the applicant must furnish 
a $1,000 bond to indicate his inten-

SEEK CAUSE OF 
AUTO CRASHES 


Highway Employes To Aid In 
Determining 
Physical 
Causes Of Accidents. 


Every field employe of the Penn­ 
sylvania department of highways 
has been made a part of a new ac­ 
cident report system inaugurated 
by the department’s safety unit, 
Secretary 
Sam 
Lewis 
announced 
today. 
Objective of the new system is a 
new type of report on motor vehicle 
accidents on state highways. 
The 
plan, Secretary Lewis said, has noth­ 
ing to do with law enforcement, but 
is concerned entirely with gathering 
accurate information about physical 
causes of accidents. 
Seek Corrections 
Upon discovering an accident, the 
highway employe will obtain data 
to fill in a special report form, 
sketching the eact location of the 
accident, features of the adjoining 
terrain, the character of the high­ 
way, weather, and any other per­ 
tinent facts. 
Each district office 
will maintain a special map on 
which the engineer will plot the lo­ 


cation of each accident. 
This is 
termed "spot data.” 
"The plan,” Secretary Lewis ex­ 
plained, “is to study accident loca­ 
tions for possible corrective meas­ 
ures. 
Shortly after taking office I 
ordered changes at a number of 
points which did not require any 
study, other than a glance at the 
record of accidents. They were ex­ 
treme cases. 
"Our aim is to discover whether 
the character of the highway has 
anything 
to 
do 
with 
accidents, 
which continue to grow’ in number 
despite the higher standards of en­ 
gineering 
adopted 
by 
all 
road- 
building organizations 
throughout 


the country. 
Our study will show 
among other things whether acci­ 
dents occur more frequently on old 
roads than on new ones. 
“We 
cannot make 
the 
drivers 
more careful, perhaps, but we may 
be aide to remove some accident 
causes, once they are discovered,” 
the highway chief said.

reduced. 
They cannot be used in

from the accident. 
Reports m ust 
be filed when 
personal 
injury 
or 
total dam age of $50 results. 
“Did Injured Die?” replaces the 
word “F atal” appearing on the re- j 
port in use. The change was made j 
because many operators apparently I 
did not know the meaning of “Fa- I 
tai.” 
Reports have been received 
where persons who were slightly in- I 
jured were checked in the “F atal” 
column. 
Avoid (embarrassment 
The new form does not require 
the blunt assertion th a t an operator 
or pedestrian 
was intoxicated 
as 
does the present one. T hat has been 
changed to “Apparently Intoxicat­ 
ed.” 
This was done because many 
drivers hesitated to 
make the di­ 
rect charge 
th at an 
operator 
or 
pedestrian, 
although 
undoubtedly 
intoxicated, was in th at condition. 
“Asleep” and “Inattentive” have 
been added to the questions under 
the 
heading "Condition of M otor­ 
ist." 
Many forms were received on 
which m otorists had w ritten in one 
or the other 
word. 
There 
were 
enough of these to w arrant inclusion 
of the additional terms.

tie. James N. Rule. superintendent 
of the department of public instruc­ 
tion. 
The problem of what to do for 
this small army of boys and girls 
when they complete their secondary 
education is one that has held the 
attention of the department and a 
committee of the Pennsylvania edu­ 
cational 
commission 
for 
some 
months. 
Forestry Arthur J. Jones. 
University of Pennsylvania, chair­ 
man of the committee, in co-opera­ 
tion with W. H, Bristow, of the de­ 
partment, today presented a guid­ 
ance round-up program which Doc­ 
tor Rule immediately approved and 
made available to every superin­ 
tendent. principal, and teacher in 
the state. 
Effects Serious 
“Much has been said and writ­ 
ten about the effect of the depres­ 
sion 
upon 
banks, 
homes 
and 
schools, but little has been said 
about the effect upon the boys and 
girls who have been graduated re­ 
cently from 
high school or are 
about to be graduated,” the report 
said. 
“Banks will be rehabilitated, 
homes will again be provided with 
necessities, our schools will again 
receive adequate Support, but while 
this recovery is in progress, what of } 
these boys and girls? 
“The situation 
that 
confronts 
them is serious. 
Industry-Is prac­ 
tically closed to them. Stores, shops . 
and restaurants have long waiting 
lists of applicants 
The immediate 
prospect of jobs as stenographers, 
bookkeepers and clerks is very dis­ 
couraging. 
What can the graduate 
and 
prospective 
graduates 
do? 
Wile re shall they turn for help? 
“The schools should provide at 
once adequate guidance for these 
boys and girls who. through no fault 
of their own. are caught in this un­ 
fortunate crisis. 
The entire corps 
of high school teachers and princi­ 
pals should be mobilized for im­ 
mediate attack upon this problem. 
It cannot wait." 
Proposed Program 
The program recommended by the 
committee includes five general di­ 
visions. The hrs! is service ta grad­ 
uates who cannot find jobs and who 
cannot afford to go to college. This 
sendee may be in the form of post­ 
graduate courses or merely the Ol­ 
ga meat ion of groups for conference 
and study through use of the school 
library, classrooms, the auditorium 
for dramatics, the gymnasium for 
group activities, cooperation of fac­ 
ulty 
members 
as 
counselors 
for 
study groups, and help in connec­ 
tion 
with 
conv spon de nee 
study 
courses. 
Information is given on 
educational and vocational oppor­ 
tunities. 
Community cooperation also is 
suggested 
through 
working 
with 
present community agencies in posi­ 
tion to offer advice to individual pu­ 
pils. including service clubs. Y. M. 
and 
Y. 
W. 
C. A ’s and similar 
groups. A follow-up is recommend­ 
ed for students who have graduated 
and the information gained used as 
an aid in guidance of students who 
are about to be graduated. Finally, 
the committee recommends estab­ 
lishment of harmonious secondary 
school and col ege relationships in 
the interest of assuring continuity 
of the educational program.

In a study of the federal report, 
Dr. James N. Rule, superintendent 
of 
public 
instruction, 
says th at 
school cost reductions this year in 
Pennsylvania 
compare 
favorably 
with reductions in other states of 
equal rank. 
School budgets have 
dropped 3 per cent, the average for 
all North Atlantic states. Because 
of the operation of the Edmonds 
act there is no official decrease re­ 
ported in teachers’ salaries for the 
year. New legislation th at will per­ 
mit school boards to officially reduce 
teachers’ salaries is now being con- 
sidsred by the Pennsylvania legisla­ 
ture. 
Many states show reduced budgets 
because of a reduction in assess­ 
ments of taxable property. 
Some 
states brought assessments down as 
much as 25 to 27 per cent, but fig­ 
ures for ttve 119 Pennsylvania cities 
show a reduction of less than I per 


cent. The national average Is 7 per 
cent. 
School boards of the United States 
are buying fewer new textbooks. Re­ 
ports 
from 
forty-two 
publishing 
companies show a decrease of $5,- 
487.000 or almost 17 per cent in text­ 
book sales for the past year. There 
was some reduction In the cast 
books, were sold. 
A Pennsylvania school economy 
survey last fall showed estimated 
savings for this year of between 
$10,000,000 and $20,000,000. This re­ 
duction was divided mostly between 
construction costs and current ex­ 
pense items.
